Nov. 6 and 9, 
From the Imperial Aimy under Prince Eugene of 
Savoy near Alexandiia, Ott. 22. 

HE oth of this Month, we laid a 

Bridge of oats over the Po at the 

Mouth of the Avda. The 1oth 

“Order was fent to the Hereditary 

Prince of Heffe Catfel, to haften 

ais March to pefs*the Po over that Bridge with 
bis Treops, and to leave General Weitzel in the 
Dutchy of Modena with the Imperial Regiments 
commanded by him. The 11ch at Day-break Prince 
Eugene of Savoy fent a Detachment towards Pavia : 
A few Hours after his Highscfs left the Neighbour- 
hood of Pizzighitone, and in the Evening arrivd 
near Pavia with the Grofsof his Army. The 12th 
his Highpeis pafs’d the Po with his whole Army, 
overa Bridge that was laid chereabouts, and march’d 
10 Voghera and Peiite-Sorona. The 13th we ad-. 
vanc'd to Tortona, fending a Trumpeter before to 
fummons it to furrcoder; the Officer that com- 
manded in that Place aulwering that he would de- 
fend it. Prince Eugene caus’d ‘he Army to move up. 
to it, gave order for.a Battery of Cannon and Mor- 
tars to be rais’d the following Night, and command- 
ed the Prince of Darmftad to march the next Day 
with all our Horfe ro inveft Alexandria, ‘The 14th 
we heard a great Blaft, and in, the Bvening were 
inform’d by a Courier from the Prince of Darmftad, 
that immediately after bis Arrival before Alexandria, : 
the Magazine of Powder in that ‘Place blew up. 
We had alfo Advice bye an Exprefs from General 
Zumjungen, that; ihe . and Caltle, of Arona 
bad {urrendred to him:by Capitulation.. The r5th 
we recciv’d a Confirmation, that the Magazine of. 
Powder of Alexandria had blown. up, and that fe-- 
veral Fathom ot the Walljof the Town were thrown 
down thereby ; wheteupen Prince Eugene held a 
Council of War, in ‘which it was refolv’d immedi- 
ately to follow the Prince of Darmftad with moft of - 
our Foor, and to leave the reft before Tortona under ’ 
the Command of Gerieral Iffelbach, The Town of 
To'tona furrendred in the Aftennoon, the Garrifon 
retiring into the Caftle; and in the Evening Prince 
Eugene arriv’d on, the fide of the Bormia. with moft 
of his Foor. The 16th his Highnefs pafs’d 1r, where 
it falls into the Tanaro, and preféntly order’d a, 
Bridge to be laid over the Tanaco, to-facillitare the

extended it felf within 400 Paces. of Alexandria. 


but they were fent back with Anfwer that they 
would be allow’d no other Capitulation then to 
furrender themfelves Prifuners of War. However 
Liberty was afterwards granted to 2 Squadrons of 
French Horfe that were in the Place, to march out 
and retire whither they would, yet on Condition 
to leave their Horfes bebind them, and that the reft 
of the Garrifon confifting of Spaniards and Swifs 


fhould remain Prifoners of War ; whereupon one of 


the Gates was immediately deliver’d uptous. To 
Day (the 22d) Prince Eugene has difpateh’d Count 
Breuner to the Duke of Savoy encamp’d before 
Pizzighitone, to acquaint him with this new Acqui- 
fition ; his Highnefs has likewife fent Order to the 
Troops detach'd from that Camp to reinforce us, 
to halt where the Meffenger fhall meet them. Count 
Martigni has fent an Account, that he has pofted 
himfelf in the Town of Serravalle, in which he had 
taken a Captain and 8 Soldiers of the Enemy ; but 
that there were 50 Men in the Caftle, who pre- 
tended to defend themfelves. We have alfo receiv'd 
Advice by an Exprefs from Turin, that tie Duke 
of Orleans threatens to enter the Plain of Piemont ; 


and that his Army was to advance by to Morrow 


near to Chaumont and Mount Cenis.

Letters from Verona of the 23d of Odober, tell 
us, that the fick Men of the Imperialifts who: were

Prom the Leiden Gazette, dated Nov. 9. 
Berlin, Nov.2. This Morning an Exprets from 
King Auguftus pafs'd through this City, and re- 
ported, that the 29th of laft Month his Majefty at- 
tack’d sear Kalifch the Swedifh Army commanded 
by General Mardefeld ; that after a very obftinate 
Fight, he had the good Fortune to defeat .them. 
That above 100co Men fell in the Field of Battle ; 
that General Mardefeld himfelf was taken Prifoner, 
and with him feveral of the chief.of the Swedifhh 
Officers ; that the Saxons did Wonders in the 
Action, having at their Head King Auguftus, who 
to excite them expos'd himfelf in the thickeft of the 
Fire ; and that the Mufcovites fought like Lyons, 
Prince Menzikow who commanded them giving 
great Proofs of bis Valour and Military Experience, 
The Battle began at 4 in the Afternoon, and lated 
almoft 3 Hours. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 9... . 
Berlin, Nov. 2. This Evening arriv’d here a 
Valet de Chamber of King Auguftus of Polahd, 
nain’d Spiegel, being {ent Bxpreds to this Court by 
King Auguftus with the News, that the 29th of laft 
Month a Battle was fought by the Poles, Mufcovites 
and Saxons on one Side, and the Swedes and Poles 
onthe other, between Kalifch and Siradia ; which 
lafted 3 Hours, and ended in the total Defeat of the 
Swedes whofe Number was 100c0oo Men,, This 
Perfon relates, that he was himfelf in the Fighr,. that 
the Saxons and their Allies being Superiour in Num- 
ber to the Swedes, attack'd them in feveral Places 
at once ; that General Brand firft put them into Dif- 
order ; that King Auguftus expos'd himfelf where 
was the moft Danger ; that his own Troops and his 
Allies fought very couragioufly ; that few of the 
Swedes efcap'd ; that General Mardefeld himfelf 
was wounded and made Prifoner; that a great 
Number of Swedith Officers were kiil’d or taken ; 
that the Swedes endeavour'd in vain to retire under 
the Cannon of Kalifeh; that they loft their Ar- 
tillery, &c ; and thatin all likelyhood Kalifch is in 
the Hands of King Augeftus.

. Amfterdam, Nov. 8. Letters from Berlin, fay the 


Battle near Kalifch was over in lefs than 2 Hours; 
that the Poles gave no Quarter to the Swedes 3 that 
few of the Swedes efcap'd ; that General Marde- 
feld was wounded and made Prifoner; and that 20 
Pieces of Cannon, with all the Baggage, Ammuni- 
tion and Ten's were taken.
